MANUSCRIPT COLLECTIONS IN THE PHILIPPINE LIBRARY. 

Notwithstanding the short period elapsing since the creation of the 
Philippine Library (May 20, 1909), this institution possesses a respect- 
able number of manuscripts. The very important collections of the ar- 
chives division of the Executive Bureau have, of course, no connection 
with the library. The archives collections, which embrace not only the 
general documents of the Spanish Government, but also the old Audiencia 
or Supreme Court records, form the largest body of Philippine manuscripts 
in existence, with the single exception of the collections of the Archivo 
General de Indias, in Seville. Third in point of size and importance, how- 
ever, are the manuscripts of the library.

4 MANUSCRIPT COLLECTIONS 

Those of first importance historically are three manuscripts written 
in the old Visayan characters on bonga bark. These constitute the greatest 
literary find ever made in the Philippine Islands. They were found in 
the Island of Negros and were obtained for the library by the care and 
interest of a young Filipino, Mr. Jose Marco, who was educated in Ameri- 
can schools, and who appreciates the value of historical material much 
above the average. Although they have not yet been deciphered, it is 
known that they relate to certain old beliefs of the people. The key to their 
transcription is known, and their translation into English is only a matter 
of time. Their importance lies in the fact that they are the only known 
manuscripts of this class that have been preserved. The early friar 
missionaries are said to have destroyed many in their zeal to rid the 
land of all heathen influences. Several of the friar convents in Manila 
possess a few samples of the ancient writing, but they are written on 
paper and are mainly names of persons. The age of the library man- 
uscripts can as yet only be guessed at as perhaps between one and two 
centuries, although it is not impossible that they might have been written 
nearer the time of the first Spanish settlements in 1565. Old Spanish 
writers assert that the Visayans could not write at the time of the eon- 
quest, but that the Tagalogs could. If this be true the Visayans learned 
the art of writing after the advent of the Spaniards, and this, if so, de- 
termines roughly the age of these literary treasures. When discovered 
first, these manuscripts appear to have been covered with a resinous gum 
which acted as a preservative. It is reported by certain ethnologists 
that the half- wild mountain people of Negros carry native , writings as 
charms, and that they guard these very jealously In this connection should, 
perhaps, be mentioned the bamboo rolls owned by the library on which 
are etched the curious characters employed to-day by the Mangyans of 
Mindoro. These are modern and were made especially for the library, 
through the interest of Commissioner Worcester. 

Next in importance are the Rizal manuscripts. One of these is the 
original manuscript of Rizal's Noli me tang ere, which was first published 
at Berlin in 1886. The manuscript is written in a neat hand, and bears 
Rizal's careful corrections ere going to press, among others the excision 
of various passages and one whole chapter, which, according to the author, 
destroyed the continuity of his story. The whole was bound by Rizal 
eon amove, who proved his artistic skill by an original and pleasing cover 
design. Of equal if not greater importance is Rizal's last poem called 
variously "Mi ultimo adios" ["My last farewell"] or "Mi ultimo pensa- 
miento" ["My last thought."] This is written on both sides of a small 
single sheet of paper, and was saved by its author from destruction by 
concealment in the alcohol lamp used by him in his prison. The poem is 
couched in a lofty vein that could not have been reached except by a person 
of great self-poise and unselfishness. This manuscript was deposited in 
the library by the Executive Bureau, which had obtained it from the Bureau 
of Insular Affairs in Washington. Among Rizal MSS. may be mentioned 
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the account of Rizal\s trial by the Spanish court in Manila, and the cemetery 
note of his burial. 

The papers of the large prison Bilibid during the Spanish control, 
several thousands in number, form a large and interesting collection of 
manuscripts. They are still consulted at times for practical as well as 
historical information. 

The Zulueta papers, about 300 in number, are in the main copies 
from the Archivo General de Indias, and were collected by the Filipino 
scholar, Sr. Clemente J. Zulueta, the first and only collecting librarian 
for the Government of the Philippines. They contain matters of im- 
portance concerning the earliest history of Spanish colonization, as well 
as of later years. Several students have worked these over thoroughly, 
among them one who came to the Philippines expressly for the purpose 
of studying the history and development of the Audiencia or Supreme 
Court. 

The Provincial Papers, about 600 in number, form a valuable collec- 
tion of local history. Their collection has been largely due to the interest 
of Mr. Luther Parker, of the Bureau of Education, and the appreciation 
by the Governor-General of the value of such a collection. The executive 
order by which their collection was made possible is as follows: 

The Government of the Philippine Islands, 
Executive Bureau. 

Manila, January 26, 1911. 
Executive Order^ 
No. 2. f 

In view of the fact that the history of the Philippine Islands cannot he fully 
ascertained from a perusal of official records only, and there being a great wealth of 
historical material in the possession of the people, which will be lost in a few years, 
since it is in the form of manuscripts, many of which are destroyed each year by fires, 
storms, and other untoward happenings, and much of which is committed to memory 
only and will pass away forever with the death of those whose memories serve as a 
veritable treasure-house of all that pertains to the Filipino people and their history: 

The Government desires to recognize those individuals who have made the retention 
and transmission of the history of their people a sacred duty and to gather and preserve 
in proper historical form all that is interesting and valuable from a historical and 
ethnological standpoint. 

It is therefore requested that certain information shall be secured by the provincial 
governor of each province in the Philippine Islands and transmitted to the Executive 
Bureau, which shall turn it over to the Philippines Library for compilation and pres- 
ervation. Such information shall be forwarded not later than August 1, 1911. 

The following rules will govern the collection and transmission of the desired in- 
formation : 

Upon receipt of this communication each provincial governor shall immediately 
issue instructions to each municipal president e to call together the old men in each 
and every barrio, sitio, or arrabal in his municipality and obtain from them and from 
a *iy documents in their possession the entire history of such community, in so far as 
way be possible. 

The information desired is as follows: 

1- Present official name of the barrio. 

^. Native name of the barrio with its meaning.

3. Date of establishment of the community. 

4. Who were the original families of the community? 

5. Give a list of the tenientes of the barrio from the present time as far back a,s 
known. 

6. Make a copy of any list of presidentes, cabezas de barangay, cur as, parr o coat, 
capitanes municipales, jueces, alcaldes may ores, or other officials that may be obtainable; 
in the community. 

The name of the family that has kept this record should also appear, in order that 
due credit may be given such family for its patriotism. 

7. Write out any legends or interesting stories that have been handed down from 
ancient times. 

8. The story of old barrios or sitios that are now depopulated should be written 
down by the lenient e of a near-by barrio. 

9. The t entente of each barrio should procure this information from any man or 
woman who is too old to attend the meetings but who has a good memory and is noted 
in the community as being especially familiar with its history. 

10. All writing should be on Catalan paper and should be signed by the lenient e 
of the barrio and the old men who compose this council, with date and name of the 
barrio, municipality, and province. 

11. Information regarding books and documents treating of the Philippines owned 
in any community. This information is desired in order that such books or docu- 
ments as are desired may be obtained for the Philippines Library, if possible, by 
purchase or gift. 

12. Names of all Filipino authors of any community and the titles of all their 
productions, whether printed or in manuscript. If the latter, in whose possession they 
may be found. 

13. When complete, all papers shall be delivered to the presidente of the town, who 
shall forward all the original documents and translations, if any, to the governor of 
the province, who in turn shall forward them in a carefully made and well-protected 
package to the Executive Bureau, Manila. Each package shall be marked "Historical 
Documents."

Lastly there is the very important collection of manuscripts just 
secured with the Filipiniana Library purchased from the Compaiiia Ge- 
neral de Tabacos de Filipinas, and known as the Tabacalera papers. They 
were all copied from originals existing in the Archivo General de Indias, 
and number between 6,000 and 8,000, and fill about 34,000 double sheets, 
or 136,000 pages of paper. Indices of all the documents copied accom- 
pany the manuscripts, as well as several large indices of MSS. existing 
in the archives above mentioned, but not copied. Their importance for 
the study of Philippine history can scarcely be overestimated. The student 
has here copies of the real sources, and need depend on no author's in- 
terpretation. 

Taken as a whole, the manuscript collections of the library form 
a rich treasure chest for the student. Other more pressing work has 
not enabled a close cataloguing of them as yet, but the Zulueta and pro- 
vincial papers are easily accessible, and the Tabacalera collection will soon 
be accessible. The indices of the prison papers enable one also to find 
considerable information, although it is not easy, because of their bulk 
to consult the papers themselves.

LIBRARY NOTES. 

The books in the public documents division are being temporarily 
shifted in order that a concrete floor may be laid in that division. Anay, 
or white ants, the most feared pest in a tropical library, have announced 
their unwelcome presence by the destruction of several depository volumes 
of the United States Government. Fortunately, these can be replaced. 
The new floor will reduce further destruction, but safety and ease of mind 
can only be reached by the installation of iron book ranges. This improve- 
ment it is hoped to accomplish next year. 



The connection between the University of the Philippines and Library 
is daily growing closer. The Library makes it possible for the former 
institution to dispense with a large library, and this means a saving of 
space and administrative energy. The students in all departments are 
learning how to make an intelligent tool of the library. This is especially 
noticeable in the Filipiniana division, though other divisions are con- 
tributing heavily to the student's mental equipment. 



20 LIBRARY NOTES 

The apprentice system in the Philippine Library is working out well. 
Four young men, three of whom are students in the University of the 
Philippines and one in the public schools, are now employed during their 
spare time. Their work is intelligent, and they form a flexible body that 
can be shifted from one job to another without any disorganization in 
the regular force. 

New iron ranges will soon be installed in the reading and reference 
rooms. These are of the same style as those already installed in various 
parts of the Library, namely the Snead type. This will be the third 
division equipped with iron shelving. The other divisions with such equip- 
ment are the circulating and the Filipiniana. 
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The library is open daily in its various divisions as follows: 

Circulating Division (American Circulating Library), 8 a. in. to 9 p. m. 

Periodical Division, 8 a. m. to 9 p. m. 

Filipiniana Division, 7.30 a. m. to 4.30 p. m., Monday to Friday; 7.30 

a. m. to 12.30 p. m., Saturday. 
Public Documents Division, 8 a. m. to 5 p. m., Monday to Friday; 8 

a. m. to 1 p. m., Saturday. 
Scientific Division (Bureau of Science), 7.3 a. m. to 9 p. m., Monday 

to Friday; 7.30 a. m. to 5 p. m. Saturday; 9 a.m. to 12 noon Sundays 

and holidays. 
Law Division (Supreme Court), 8 a. in. to 12.30 p. m., Monday to Friday; 

8 a. m. to 1 p. m. Saturday. 

A fee of Ave pesos per annum or fifty centavos per month is charged for the 
privilege of drawing books from the Circulating Division (American Circulating 
Library) . 

The privileges of the periodical and reference rooms are free to all. Books 
of the Filipiniana and Public Documents divisions may be consulted free in th© 
library. If sufficient notice be given before the hour for closing the two latter 
divisions, books will be reserved for readers at the charging desk of the Circulat- 
ing Division (American Circulating Library).

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The 1911 figures for Japan, which are the latest available, include 
91 translations, 2,077 newspapers, and 571 other periodical publications, 
so that the actual book and pamphlet production must be decreased by 
2,739. Publications in Japan are classified under 33 categories. In 
1911, the class, politics, led with 8,524 publications. Industry, agri- 
culture, and commerce followed with 4,953; literature (including Japanese 
and Chinese poetry, and books on travel), 2,824; religion, 2,514; cal- 
ligraphy, drawings, and paintings, 2,173. Several classes are repre- 
sented by over 1,000 titles each, while fiction shows a decrease over former 
years, with but 415 titles. 

The figures for Germany include also German books published in 
Austria and Switzerland. The trend in 1911 may be seen by the following 
figures: education, instruction, books for children, 5,282; fiction, 4,620; 
science of law and politics, 3,191; theology, 2,732; philology, linguistics, 
science of literature, 2,237; commerce and technology (including traffic), 
2,037; medicine, 2,012; natural sciences and mathematics, 1,819; geog- 
raphy and maps, 1,447; history, 1,377; domestic economy, agriculture, 
and sylviculture, 1,127; architecture and civil engineering 1,089; art, 
1,056; philosophy (including theosophy), 700; directories and almanacs, 
640; military science, 575; general bibliography, etc., 469; sundries, 618. 
Of the total number only 1,211 were entered for copyright in the United 
States. 

In France the largest class of books published in 1911 was that of 
literature and fine arts, 2,749 titles. History and geography have 1,817 
titles; fiction, 1,107; education, 1,097; medicine and hygiene, 1,022; reli- 
gion and theology, 888; and thence by gradually decreasing figures to 
the lowest class, domestic science, 15. The resume for France notes that 
only 55 books in "Aviation" were published in 1911, as against 67 in 1910. 

Passing by other countries, the relative positions of the United States 
and Great Britain for 1912 by numbers will be seen in the following con- 
densed tables. The methods of classification agree along main lines, so 
that a rough comparison may be readily made.

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In regard to book production in the United States, the following 
paragraph taken bodily from the source we are citing is significant : "com- 
plementary to the decrease in number of titles issued in 1912, there has 
been — if we mean by 'quality* the number of single significant volumes 
of enduring merit — a noticeable falling off in quality, as compared with 
1911. In fiction, particularly, the year compared unfavorably with 1911, 
though it should be remembered that the latter year was noteworthy for 
its fiction." 

The number of 'Vital and interesting books at cheaper prices ,, has 
notably increased. This is "a direct result of the cheap-book movement 
in Great Britain. " The increase in quantity and quality of poetry and 
essays lead the "Annual" to predict a literary renascence. The apparent 
falling off of history is due the fact that much history is presented in the 
form of biography. "Science seems almost an ignored field for popular 
exploitation, and sociology and economics looms larger than ever in im- 
portance. " 

In the field of fiction, most were "merely average novels, the sort that 
may be loaned to careless friends without a pang." Books that receive 
special mention for excellence are: Canfield, "The squirrel cage;" King, 
"The street called Straight;" Johnston, "Cease firing;" Atherton, "Julia 
France and her times;" Waller, "Cry in the wilderness;" Johnson, "Stover 
at Yale;" Little, "The lady and Sada San;" Austin, "Woman of genius;" 
Comfort, "Fate knocks at the door;" Wright, "Their yesterdays;" Grey, 
"Riders of the purple sage;" Rice, "Romance of Billy Goat Hill;" Hunger, 
"The wind before the dawn;" Dowd, "Polly of the hospital staff;" Nichol- 
son, "A Hoosier chronicle;" Bosher, "The man in lonely land;" "To M. 
L. G.," or "He who passed;" Beach, "The net;" McCutcheon, "The hollow 
of her hand;" Lockhart, "The lady Doc;" and "The melting of Molly." 
Some of the best fiction of the year was produced by British writers, 
among whom Wells, Locke, and Bennett are perhaps predominant. At- 
tention is called to the fact that the woman writers outnumber those of 
the opposite sex. "A feature of the year was the unusual number of 
"excellent volumes of short stories." Chief among authors of books of 
this nature are F. Hopkinson Smith, Jack London, Henry Van Dyke, 
Myrtle Reed, L. M. Montgomery, Gouverneur Morris, Edna Ferber, Zona 
Gale, and Mary Roberts Rinehart. Bennett, Merrick, and Chesterton, 
among British authors, and Audox, among French, are mentioned for 
the excellence of their productions.

FILIPINIANA DIVISION 

The Filipiniana collection of the Philippine Library is one of the best 
special collections in the world. Its material appeals to a limited number 
of readers, mainly students and professional men. The employees of the 
division are all Filipinos. Over 90 per cent of its readers are Filipinos. 
The division is one of reference merely* Although not organized until 
1910, the Filipiniana collection is the largest and richest in the world, 
counting about 15,000 separate pieces, besides many duplicates. The 
various collections now included in the Filipiniana division are the LeRoy, 
Zulueta, Pardo de Tavera, Rizal, and Tabacalera. Many donors have pre- 
sented individual works.

BAGUIO BRANCH LIBRARY 

The usual branch library was established in Government Center at 
Baguio during the season of 1913. More reading was done during the 
season by both Americans and Filipinos than during previous years. Of 
the 1,940 titles taken from the circulating and Filipiniana divisions, 1,187 
were borrowed, leaving 753 uncalled for. The books read were drawn 
out from one to ten times. Fiction, quite naturally, was the class most 
in demand, although history and travel and political economy and political 
science were often called for. 

BOOK DEPOSITS 

Small deposits of books drawn from the circulating division were 
placed during the year with the Bureaus of Audits, Constabulary, Forestry, 
and Prisons, for the use of the Filipino employees. This is a new de- 
parture and works well. 

PUBLIC DOCUMENTS DIVISION 

This division is a depository for the publications of the United States 
and Philippine Governments. It contains also many individual State 
reports, educational catalogues, special reports, etc. This mass of ma- 
terial, reaching about 71,000 separate pieces, has been made available for 
use, though no cataloguing has been done. Special reading lists have been 
made for the Bulletin and for publication in the daily papers for organ- 
izations like the Merchants' Association and for various bureaus. The 
work of this division touches public interests closely. 
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PERIODICAL DIVISION 

The periodical and reference rooms are used mainly by Filipinos, 70 
to 80 per cent of the readers being of that race. Paid subscriptions were 
entered for 265 newspapers and periodicals, including various publications 
of the United States, Great Britain, France, Germany, Spain, Australia, 
Hongkong, China, and Japan. Publishers of papers and reviews in the 
Philippine Islands, with but rare exceptions, have presented subscriptions 
to the Library. Membership has been taken out in associations and socie- 
ties, from which publications are received, as follows :

Many tons of magazines were received from aid societies in the United 
States. These were sorted out and sent to Army, Scout, and Constabulary 
posts, and to hospitals. Over 1,500 newspapers were sent individually to 
soldiers at the various posts. These, as well as the boxes of periodicals, 
are distributed by the Quartermaster's Department of the Army.

MISCELLANEOUS 

Binding. — One thousand three hundred and sixty-three volumes were 
bound at the Bureau of Printing, mainly in the insect-proof cloth, pluviusin. 
Of these 539 were completed volumes of periodicals. Very few volumes 
were rebound. On the other hand, repairing of old bindings, torn pages, 
etc., was done in the Library. 

Bulletin. — The monthly Bulletin has served as a medium of com- 
munication with the public. It has brought many exchanges of similar 
publications into the Library and, in the absence of a printed catalogue, 
supplements, by means of the section devoted to recent accessions, the old 
catalogue of 1907.

LAW DIVISION (SUPREME COURT) 



This is a professional library throughout. The division numbers 
10,217 volumes in languages as follows : English, 8,969 ; Spanish, 1,414 ; 
French, 98 ; Latin, 5 ; Italian, 3. Its books are open to lawyers and others, 
civilians as well as Government employees. Readers during the year, num- 
bered 5,512. Eleven law reviews are taken. 

PHILIPPINE ASSEMBLY 

This is housed in the Committee Building of the Assembly, and is 
chiefly a legislative library. It contains 8,500 volumes, and is used mainly 
by the Assemblymen. The Calderon private collection, formerly owned 
by Felipe G. Calderon, is now housed in this collection. 

BUREAU OF AGRICULTURE COLLECTION 

The employment of a trained librarian enabled more and better work 
to be done. The collection is small, but choice. Only 119 new books were 
added during the year. A combined author and subject catalogue was 
commenced, and 5,500 cards were written. By exchange and subscription 
230 periodicals of a technical nature are received. Many public documents 
from the United States and other countries are received. 

BUREAU OF EDUCATION COLLECTION 

The entire collection numbers over 2,000. A special feature is being 
made of the industrial collection, which includes books as follows :

While cases of theft or mutilation have been comparatively few, 
yet some of them have been particularly vexatious, and committed evidently 
through maliciousness. Acts of vandalism, some perhaps committed un- 
consciously, have not been confined to any one race.

THIRD PHILIPPINE LEGISLATURE 

Scccmd Session 

[No. 2293.] 

AN ACT PROVIDING A PENALTY FOR WILLFUL DESTRUCTION, INJURY, 
OR TAKING OR CARRYING AWAY OF ANY PROPERTY OF THE PHILIP- 
PINE LIBRARY. 

By authority of the United States, be it enacted by the Philippine Legislature, that : 

Section 1. Any person who shall willfully, maliciously, or wantonly tear, deface, 
mutilate, injure, or destroy any book, pamphlet, map, chart, engraving', print, picture, 
manuscript, or statue, or other property belonging to any division or collection of 
the Philippine Library; or who shall take and carry away with intent to convert 
to his own use, any book, pamphlet, map, chart, print, picture, manuscript, statue, 
or other property of the said Library, shall be punished by imprisonment for not 
more than six months or by fine not exceeding two hundred pesos, or at the discre- 
tion of the court by both, and shall be required also to return the property so 
taken or the value thereof, or pay the value of the property mutilated, injured, or 
destroyed : Provided, That should any of the acts punishable under this law be 
punishable under the Penal Code by a greater penalty, the penalty prescribed by 
the Penal Code shall be imposed. 



LIBRARY NOTES

A NEW CIRCULATING LIBRARY IN OCCIDENTAL NEGROS 

Two young men in the Province of Occidental Negros, both Filipinos, 
have lately started a circulating library. Headquarters have been es- 
tablished in the towns of Pontevedra and San Enrique and books are 
to be sent to the near-by towns as required by readers. The young 
men who have displayed so much initiative are Mr. Jose B. Planta, of 
San Enrique, and Mr. Jose E. Marco, of Pontevedra. The former owns 
the greater part of the f*500 fund by which the library has been es- 
tablished, and the latter acts as the secretary. A printing press has 
been ordered from the United States, and upon its arrival, Messrs. Planta 
^t] Marco will print the rules and regulations, and a catalogue of the 
hooks of the new library. There are already about 200 bound volumes 
a nd about 200 in paper. Of this number 120 volumes form the beginning 
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of a collection of Filipiniana. Spanish and English fiction are also rep- 
resented, as well as general subjects. 

The rules of the library are in general identical with those of the 
Philippine Library. A small fee is charged to cover postage on books 
sent to other towns. Any person donating books to the value of =f*20 
or more is entitled to be enrolled as a member of the library, providing 
the books are in good condition. Members are exempted from the annual 
fee. Nonmembers must furnish references from the municipal presidents 
before receiving the privileges of the library. 

This is a significant movement, and is one of the forerunners of a 
movement that must before long be seen in many parts of the Philippines. 
Those who are at its head deserve a great deal of praise, not only for 
their initiative, but for their patriotism. If honor be due the man who 
can make two blades of grass grow where but one grew before, a like 
honor is due those who are fostering an enterprise that will help create 
better conditions by training up a reading community. This is a construc- 
tive w r ork, and one of the highest patriotism. Occidental Negros is a 
rich province and its people are intelligent. There is no question but 
that the efforts of the founders of the circulating library will prove 
successful. 

It should be noted that circulating libraries have been established 
in Albay, Lucena, Zamboanga, and Manila (private). That in Albay, 
indeed, was established quite early in the American regime. The Phil- 
ippine Library hopes to see a library in every town before long. The 
barrio and municipality schools might well serve as the public library 
and thus increase the social center work that many of them are now doing.

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1MPORTANCIA DE LOS PERIODICOS FILIPINOS PARA EL 
GONOGIMIENTO DE LA HISTORIA DEL PAIS 

Por Man url Artigas, Jefti de la Division Filipino, 

Muchas y muy repetidas veces he expresado mi idea de no haber 
forma humana en llegar a la nocion del status de un pais, sin tener en 
cuenta cuantos hechos se han desarrollado en el, como piensan sus hijos, 
cual es la labor producida, igual en el orden mercantil que en el orden 
Politico, a que grado se encuentra la intelectualidad, y como se ha ido 
desenvolviendo en sus fuentes de riqueza publica, detalles todos de un 
interes gradisimo para no andar a ciegas, para no exteriorizar esas 
ideas, que por lo general, lanzan los touristas, sin mas conocimiento 
^ el cinematografico producido por la estancia de unas cuantas horas, 
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a lo sumo de tres o seis dias, lapso de tiempo que no basta para con- 
vencerse de lo que encierra un pueblo, que no da suficiencia ,a ningun 
hombre sensato para aventurar ideas .en un sentido o en otro. 

Claro es que la historia de cualquier pais, es un reflejo de lo que 
el puede ser en futuros tiempos, y es seguro que habra quien suponga 
hallarse impuesto de lo que es Filipinas, con la lectura de algunas obras 
escritas sobre sucesos acaecidos aqui, sin darse cuenta, sin apercibirse, 
de que no existe hasta la fecha una historia verdad, una narraeion des- 
apasionada que fotografie sin convencionalismos cuanto ha venido oeu- 
rriendo, y de aqui la necesidad de acudir a fuentes mas seguras, a sitios 
en los cuales se exterioriza, mejor diriamos, se fototipia al pais, y nada 
mas adecuado, no podra hallarse lugar en que se adquieran esos cono- 
cimientos, como en la Prensa, en ese Argos que todo lo sabe, todo lo 
averigua, y nada hay que escape al olfato de tan avanzado centinela, 
que un dia y otro, ahos y centurias, vela para hacer bueno ese apostolado, 
para que su mision educadora y civilizadora, llene los altos jfines que 
viene persiguiendo, ese denominado por los franceses Quarto poder, y que 
en realidad de verdad, debe ser el primero, democraticamente considerado, 
pues siendo el corazon con su sistole y diastole y quien desarrolla el pensar 
de la opinion publica, representa al pueblo, que es quien paga el sos- 
tenimiento de las naciones, y quien manda y quien hace imperar su voluntad 
en las democracias. 

Si tan interesante es la lectura de la prensa, conocer la historia de 
ella, saber como y cuando aparecieron los diferentes papeles publicos, y 
cual fue la mision que desempenaron, ha de resultar practico, sobre todo, 
para los educadores, para esos miembros del magisterio que esparcen 
la semilla de la cultura popular, al difundir ideas, al dar a la juventud 
estudiosa todo lo que demanda la civilizacion moderna para hacer eiuda- 
danos utiles al pais. 

Filipinas en esta parte del extremo Oriente, no ha ido a la zaga 
en esa obra titanica de la conquista intelectual, y si fueramos a buscar 
la base del periodismo, a investigar los primeros pasos de la prensa, 
tendriamos que convenir en su iniciacion el aiio 1779, con tres hojas de 
28x18 centimetros suscritas por el Gobernador Jose Basco de Vargas, 
y en las que se dan noticias de las depredaciones de la morisma en 
Camarines y en Albay, y de como se castigo a esta en Kawit, alcanzando 
verdaderos triunfos. 

Algunas otras hojas mas se dieron a la publicidad anos despues, 
todas encabezadas con el epigrafe Al Publico, como medio de informar 
al vecindario, de los sucesos que en las Islas venian desarrollandose. 

Habia, pues, un principio de periodismo; era lo que en Europa ha 
sucedido en distintos paises, cuando la prensa dio sus primeros pasos. 

De principios del Siglo XIX se conocen otras seis hojas con el mismo 
tamaho, fechadas en Manila el 2 de Junio de 1809, indicadoras de una 
base periodistica, aiin cuando sin razon alguna bastante, haya habido 
quien pretendiera no reconocer estas hojas noticieras, como el incipiente 
periodismo, analogo, en absolute, a lo acontecido en las diversas partes 
del mundo cuando se iniciaron los papeles publicos, siendo de ello la 
mejor prueba, el hecho de haberse publicado en 8 de Agosto de 1811, 
"Del Superior Gobiemo" en cuyo numero 23 refiriendose a este papel 
dice: La publicacion del Periodico o Gazeta, frases que en numeros pos- 
teriores se repiten ; pero si cupiera duda, tienese que la autoridad superior 
de las Islas, expresa en ese papel que ha procurado se traduzcan con la 
mayor puntualidad y se den a la prensa para que todos los habitants 
sean participes de las noticias que entonces venian. 
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La vida periodistica en Filipinas, puede conceptuarse en tres etapas: 
La primera oeurrida en 1821, cuando periodicos como "La Filantropia," 
con la libertad concedida entonces, rompia lanzas por los derechos del 
pueblo, haciendo la defensa incondicional de las ideas democraticas, y 
desempenando el papel de vanguardia en nuestro pais en cuanto a ese 
pensar. Despues, ya la censura eon el amordazamiento de la expansion 
intelectual que privara a los ciudadanos de exteriorizar sus ideales, 
viene a constituir la segunda etapa, deplorable por cierto, para el desarrollo 
de la cultura popular. Con todo, cuentase con trabajos muy meritorios 
cuya relevante importancia es reconocida aun en los tiempos actuales, 
como acontece con aquel veterano "Diario de Manila" que desde el 12 
de Noviembre de 1848 hasta el 28 de Febrero de 1901, en cuya epoca 
se convirtio en "Diario de Filipinas" trato cuantos problemas se venti- 
laban en el pais, si bien dentro de un criterio altamente conservador. 
Tienese asimismo a "El Comer do" periodico que desde el 11 de Octubre 
de 1869 viene publicandose hasta nuestros dias y en sus paginas se 
transcriben informes de gran interes. No puede olvidarse "La Oceania 
Espanola" que salio en 1.° de Enero de 1877 y dejo de publicarse en 
21 de Mayo de 1899, haciendo en ese lapso de tiempo una campana digna 
por todos conceptos de ser alabada, si se tiene en cuenta que dentro de 
un amplio criterio se ocupo de las mas intrincadas cuestiones que entonces 
afectaban al pueblo filipino, dando lugar a que en esta epoca sea eonsi- 
derada esa publicacion como la de mas valia de la dominacion pasada. 
Debe hacerse especial referencia de "La Opinion" que dentro de aquel 
regimen de censura, fue el primer periodico con ribetes liberales, que por 
cierto, le costo bastantes disgustos. Aiin cuando no fue periodico diario 
como los acabados de citar, "El Orients" debe mencionarse, considerando 
que durante el tiempo en que vio la luz (3 de Octubre de 1875 a 23 de 
Septiembre de 1877) publico valiosos informes sobre historia, descripcion, 
viajes y biografias con muy interesantes vistas. La tercera epoca, la 
marca aquel periodo explendoroso en que el pais respondiendo a su sentir 
emancipador, dio a luz organos tan interesantes y de tan relevante impor- 
tancia para la historia, como "La Independencia" "El Heraldo de la 
Revolution" y "La Republica de Filipinas" amen de otras publicaciones 
que se editaron como "La Libertad " "Las Columnas Volantes" y algunos 
mas. La libertad de imprenta por fortuna, y cual una bendicion, se 
impuso luego despues con los nuevos moldes importados por la bandera 
estrellada. 

Si se repasan las paginas de la prensa filipina, en general, no es 
dificil apercibirse como en ellas, se extereotipa la verdadera historia de los 
mas culminantes acontecimientos, igual en la epoca de la ominosa censura, 
Que durante los dias en que las libertades dieron rienda suelta a la manera 
de pensar del pueblo filipino. 

Prescindamos de la investigacion de la hoja periodica, y es casi seguro 
Que la narracion de los sucesos desarrollados en Filipinas, adolecera de 
carencia de informes que, solo en aquella pueden obtenerse. 

No es posible, por otra parte, prescindir de los periodicos filipinos 
editados tanto en Espana durante la epoca en que el pensar reformista 
inclujo a nuestros hombres a crear organos como "El Eco Filipino" y "La 
Vnnfjuardia," y anos mas tarde, aquella "La Solidaridad" de feliz memoria, 
y ^n la agonia de la historia colonial hispana y despues "La Vox de 
Vltramar" "El Filipino" y "Filipinas Ante Europa" como en los Estados 
Unidos, donde la juventud ardorosa, creo la prensa filipina con "The 
FMirino Students" y otras revistas que le. sigieron y en la actualidad, el 
wl^gado Quezon con "The Filipino People" Muchas mas publicaciones 
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podria eitar, si fuera a complacer a mis deseos, teniendo, como poseo, el 
catalogo mas complete que hasta el dia se eonoce, por haberme dedicado a 
esta especialidad, pero el espacio de que dispongo no me lo permite, y en 
obsequio a la brevedad, aim con sentimiento, me veo privado a no exten- 
derme mas. 

Resumiendo: Precisa, es necesario, que nuestros hombres de manana, 
todas aquellas personas que muestran especial empeiio por la investigacion 
de los sucesos desarrollados en el pais, se fijen en la importancia, en lo 
inprescindible que es para escribir la historia de estas Islas, el eonoci- 
miento de lo que se transcribe en la prensa iilipina.

PHILIPPINE CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE LEIPZIG EXPOSITION 

In spring of this year, a universal exposition of the graphic arts is 
to be held in Leipzig, Germany. Two exhibits are being sent from Manila, 
one by the Government Bureau of Printing, and the other by the Philippine 
Library. Each exhibit is unique in character and shows something of 
present-day activities and interests in the book world in Manila. 

The exhibit of the Bureau of Printing is both practical and esthetic 
in character. As a whole, it shows excellently what has been done by 
the Bureau during the short period of American occupation in the teaching 
°f the printing and binding crafts to Filipinos. The exhibit is entirely 
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the product of Filipino labor, and is of the quality that is being executed 
every working day throughout the year. Glass transparencies show the 
equipment of the Bureau ; the engraving and half-tone processes are rep 
resented by plates and prints of Emperor William II; ledgers admirably 
ruled touch commercial interests closely; and various styles of bindings 
demonstrate the high point of excellence attained in the conservation of 
the printed word. The bindings are especially worthy of mention. Side 
by side with a binding done in Manila in the latter part of the nineteenth 
century, the materials of which are cloth back and cheap board, may be 
seen the latest insect-proof cloth bindings. These latter are especially 
valuable in tropical countries where cockroaches and other noxious insects 
abound. The old binding exhibited was of the type commonly employed 
in the Philippines in former days, although it would not be correct to 
say that all work was of the same grade. The best of the old materials 
used was pigskin, but the books are often difficult to handle because of 
the stiff sewing. Copies of the Bureau Desk Book of style and printing 
types are bound in several styles — cloth, half leather, and full leather. 
Among others, the three volumes of a set of Aparato Bibliografixo 
(exhibited by the Philippine Library) were bound by the Bureau as part 
of its binding exhibit in three different styles, one volume being done in 
limp ooze leather, one in full morocco, tooled inside and out, and one in 
full-padded, tooled morocco. The entire exhibit is one worthy of the best 
ideals of the printing and binding arts. 

The exhibit of the Philippine Library is quite different in character. 
In the front of each volume of the Aparato Bibliogrdfico, mentioned above, 
has been bound a leaf with the printed statement that all the books listed 
in the work are now the property of the Philippine Library. This collec- 
tion, it will be remembered, was purchased from the Compania General 
de Tabacos de Filipinas in 1913. In addition to the set of the Aparato 
(the binding of which forms part of the exhibit of the Bureau of Printing), 
the Library exhibit includes three items. The first consists of full-size 
photographic facsimiles of the three old Bisayan MSS. owned by the library. 
The originals are done in the prehistoric Bisayan characters in use at the 
time of the Spanish conquest, and appear to be laid on with a brush 
in the Chinese method. The materials of the originals are the sheath 
of the bonga palm used for paper, and the fluid ejected by the cuttlefish 
used for ink. They are the only three MSS. of this nature known to be 
in existence, and their discovery in Negros was the greatest literary find 
ever made in the Philippines. The early missionaries, with excess of 
apostolic zeal, destroyed many writings, through their fear that they were 
the works of the evil one. The second item consists of two full-size 
photographic facsimiles of the original draft of Doctor RizaPs great poem 
"El Ultimo Adios." The original, after passing through various vicis- 
situdes, is now conserved in the Philippine Library; and together with the 
original draft of RizaPs Noli me tang ere, also conserved in the Philippic 
Library, it is the richest literary possession of the Filipino people. The 
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third item consists of 48 printed reproductions of notable Manila title-pages 
of the seventeenth, eighteenth, and nineteenth centuries. Copies of all these 
books are conserved in the Filipiniana Division. The progress in the print- 
ing art can be well studied by these reproductions, and comparisons made 
with the art of other countries. Titles-pages are in Spanish and the Filipino 
languages. Perhaps most notable is the title-page of the Japanese-Spanish 
vocabulary printed by the famous Filipino printer Tomas Pinpin in 1630. 
An early newspaper (1813) chronicles Wellington's operations in Spain. 
Catechisms, Christian doctrines, ordinances, grammars, histories, and 
other books are included, and all are rare. The earliest book is dated 1625, 
and the last 1840. All three items were mounted and bound at the Bureau 
of Printing.

Four bronze tablets that have a peculiar historical interest in the 
Philippine Islands have just been placed on the walls of the Rizal Reading 
Room in the Philippine Library. These tablets read as follows : 

1. Magellan — Discoverer — March 16, 1521. 

2. Legaspi — Colonizer — May 8, 1565. 

3. Pinpin— Printer— 1602. 

4. Rizal — Thinker, Author, Liberator— December 30, 1896. 

The dates commemorate events as follows : 

1. The date on which the first circumnavigator sighted the first islands of the 

Philippine Archipelago. 
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2. The date on which Legazpi, the first European to effect a settlement in the 

Philippines, broke ground for the Spanish fort at Cebu. 

3. The first known Filipino printer and the date on which the first book was 

printed in the Philippines with movable types. 

4. The date of the execution of the greatest Filipino of all time, who deservedly 

holds the high place that has been accorded him. 

These tablets were made possible by the personal gifts of members 
of the Philippine Legislature.

The reading room will be open on each holiday and Sunday from 2 
to 9 p. m., except between the dates above noted, when the hours will be 
4 to 9 p. m. Holidays and Sundays are excepted as follows : Good Friday, 
Easter, the Fourth of July, Occupation Day (August 13), Christmas, 
and Rizal Day (December 30). On these days the reading room will 
not be open. This innovation, which it has only now been able to effect, it is 
believed, will be productive of much good. It brings the library one step 
closer to the public. 



The free privileges of the circulating division (American Circulating 
Library) have recently been granted to the enlisted men among American 
soldiers, the Philippine Scouts, and the Philippine Constabulary. Many 
applications for these privileges are being received daily. 



Dr. Miciano, the well-known Manila physician, has just presented to 
the Philippine Library a thermometer which was once in the possession 
of Dr. Jose Rizal. The gift was made by Doctor Miciano on April 3, 
through Mr. Manuel Artigas, chief of the Filipiniana division. The 
story of the thermometer is interesting. When Doctor Rizal was en 
route to Spain in September, 1896, he gave this thermometer to the ship's 
physician, Dr. Jose Arauda, as the latter had broken his own. In 1909, 
Doctor Miciano happened to travel aboard the same ship, the Isla de 
Panay. Doctor Arauda, in conversation with him told him of the incident, 
and added : "Since you, Doctor, are a Filipino, and you Filipinos appreciate 
highly whatever belonged to Doctor Rizal, I am going to present you 
with a thermometer which your illustrious countryman gave me." This 
Doctor Miciano has now given to the Philippine Library to be held in 
trust for the Filipino people.

LIBRARY ART EXHIBIT 

The Fortnightly Club, which is composed of American women in 
Manila, took as its program for the season of 1913-14 the study of art. 
During the year the great painters, both early and modern, were studied 
and discussed. Throughout the program, the art books and pictures of 
the Philippine Library were in constant use by the members of the club. 
As a fitting climax to the year's study, the last meeting was held in the 
Library, and one of the reading rooms was turned for the time being 
into a miniature art museum. At the close of the meeting, the small 
exhibition was opened to the public for six days. About 900 people 
took advantage of the opportunity to see and study the art collections 
of the Library. 

The exhibition consisted of a number of the Curtis North American 
Indian photographs, over 50 etchings from French modern artists, some 
etchings of world-famous pictures of the Prado Museum of Madrid, and 
some large photgraphic copies of other famous paintings. Five painting 
proofs, which were recently purchased by the Library were also exhibited. 
These are copies of paintings by the great masters Velazquez, Leonardo 
da Vinci, Van Dyck, Rembrandt, and Reynolds. An excellent copy of 
the Sistine Madonna was borrowed for the occasion from one of the 
club members. 

So far as pictures go, the exhibition was very slight. It was eked 
out by many of the splendid art publications which are appearing these 
days in which the work of both the early and modern artists is shown. 
Most of these were purchased by the Library for just such study as 
the Fortnightly Club had taken up. It is not easy to form an art exhibi- 
tion in the Philippines. There has been almost no systematic art collecting 
in the Archipelago, although some individuals have some good paintings. 
The Philippines have no distinctive art, although many Filipinos are good 
artists and some would be above the average in any country. No Filipino 
work was shown in the exhibition, however, for the Library possesses 
almost no work by Filipino artists. The occidental ideal and conception 
of art rule in the Philippines and are carefully taught in the College of 
Fine Arts, which is a part of the University of the Philippines. 

The Curtis pictures above referred to are a part of the set given to 
the Library by Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan at the solicitation of the Librarian. 
Mr. Morgan, it will be remembered, was Curtis's patron and made the 
great dream of this modern photographic artist possible. The excellence 
with which Curtis's work is done makes him worthy the name of artist, 
for his work, of benefit both to historian and ethnologist, is also not 
without its place in the realm of art. 

Some artistic bindings of the Filipiniana division of the Library, 
mostly taken from the Tabacalera collection, were exhibited. These in- 
cluded bindings by Bedford of London, Boyer of Paris, and Arias of 
Madrid. The notable thing about each man's work was the simplicity 
and unity of design combined with excellence of execution. One work 
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bound by Filipinos of the Manila Bureau of Printing was also shown. 
This is excellently tooled and well merits a place by the side of the other 
binders. 

The Philippine Library recognizes the value of exhibitions of this 
nature. It believes this to be a very legitimate part of library work. 
As time goes by it is hoped not only to have similar exhibits, but also 
to employ lantern slides for various purposes, and if occasion arises, 
even the cinematograph. The one aim of the Library is to get close to 
the people. Any thing that accomplishes this is legitimate library work. 
The day for the mere housing of books is gone by. The library has 
entered into the main current of daily life and, like the institutional 
church, has burst the dry shell that encased it. Especially does the 
Philippine Library desire all clubs and societies to consult it and to be 
allowed to aid them in their work and interests, wherever their work 
and interests are of a worthy nature.

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RIZAL IN ENGLISH 

Something of a man's greatness may be seen by the translations of 
his books. This is true of Doctor Rizal. This many-sided man was a 
voluminous writer in the Spanish tongue. Among his published literary 
offspring are included two powerful novels, some essays, some political 
writings, and some poems. His unpublished material contains scientific 
and other notes of value. Of all his writings, the novel Noli me tangere 
and the poem "Mi ultimo pensamiento," or "Mi ultimo adios" as it is 
often called, are the best known, and both have been translated into many 
languages. This short article is concerned only with the translations of 
Rizal's works into English, and those translations reveal quite closely 
Rizal's real claims to greatness, and the calm self-poise that ruled his life. 

The poem above mentioned appeared in an English dress (entitled

"My last thoughts") in a little book published by the notorious Howard 
W. Bray, at Singapore, 1898, under the title of Biography of Dr. Jose 
RizaL Since then many different translations have been made and pub- 
lished, the latest, perhaps, being that by Charles Derbyshire, of Manila. 
This will be found with other poems of Rizal in Craigand Fee's "Rizal — the 
Filipino patriot," a serial published in the Manila monthly "Philippine 
Education." The same translation will also be found in Craig's Lineage, 
life and labors of Jose Rizal, and in a little book published through the 
interest of Mr. Craig, entitled My last farewell, and other poems by Jose 
Rizal (Manila, Philippine Education Co., 1912). The best translation 
of the poems from a poetic standpoint is probably that by Mr. E. Schneider 
of Manila, but this has not yet been published. 

The Noli, as it is often familiarly called, was translated into English 
in an abridged form by F. E. Gannett under the name of Friars and 
Filipinos, and published in 1900 by the St. James Press of New York 
City. Another abridged adaptation was published in 1901 by McClure, 
Phillips & Co. of New York City, under the title An eagle flight. Both 
adaptations were inadequate. The desire that better translations might 
be offered to the American public of Rizal's two novels, led the late 
James A. LeRoy to plan with Epifanio de los Santos Cristobal and the 
writer a complete translation of them both, with a third supplementary 
volume of Rizal's life. Mr. LeRoy's death in 1909 prevented the realization 
of this project. 

It remained for this work to be done through the initiative of the 
well-known Rizal student, Austin Craig. The actual work of translation 
of both novels, Noli me tangere and El filibiisterismo, was done by Charles 
Derbyshire, who has made more translations from Rizal's writings than 
any other person. Derbyshire has a happy faculty of rendering Spanish 
prose into harmonious and clear English. The first translation bears 
the appropriate title The Social Cancer, and the second The Reign of 
Greed, which to one who appreciates the meanings of the Spanish titles, 
are very happy renderings indeed. 

Through the initiative and interest of Mr. Craig, others of Rizal's 
writings have also been published in English. These include the following 
books, all published by the Philippine Education Company. 

By telephone (1912). From the Spanish For Telefono, published probably at 
Barcelona in 1889 under Rizal's nom de plume of "Dimas Alang," which is the 
Tagalog form for "Noli me tangere." Derbyshire's translation of this satire first 
appeared in the "Philippine Observer." 

French composition exercises (1912). The introduction, as well as the title, 
is in English. The material is taken from a Rizal notebook published in "Cuitura 
Filipina" by Epifanio de los Santos Cristobal, and from Rizal's manuscript clinical 
notes owned by Mr. E. S. Ayer of Chicago, and copied by Dr. Jose P. Bantug. 

The monkey and the tortoise, a Tagalog tale by Jose Rizal (1912). This is 
taken from Doctor Rizal's "Two eastern fables," a comparative study in Japanese 
and Philippine folklore, published in Truebner's "Record." The illustrations are 
reproduced from Rizal's own drawings made in an autograph album for the well-known 
scholar Dr. Pardo de Tavera, 
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The Philippines a century hence (1912). This is translated by Derbyshire 
from "Filipinas dentro de cien anos," a .serial published in the Spanish review 
"La Solidaridad," Septiembre, 1889-January, 1890. With this are published other 
writings of Rizal, namely, his farewell "Address to some Filipinos/' written on 
December 15, 1896, while a prisoner in Fort Santiago; his "Defence/' also made in 
Fort Santiago, and dated December, 1896; and remarks "Respecting the rebellion," 
translated from pencil notes made by Rizal now owned by Sr. D. Eduardo Lete, of 
Madrid, Spain. 

The Indolence of the Filipino (1913). The translation is by Derbyshire and 
most of the notes are by Robertson. 

Elias and Salome (1914). The chapter of Noli me tang ere, which was omitted 
by Rizal, when the work was first published in Berlin. 

It is fitting to mention here the published English materials on the 
life of Rizal, for these contain many references to and reproduction from 
his writings. These are as follows: 

Craig, Austin: The story of Jose Rizal, the greatest man of the brown race (Manila, 
Philippine Education Publishing Co., 1909). 

This is short and serves rather as an introduction to Rizal's life than as a 
complete life. It is a remarkable book for its tracing of Rizal's genealogy. 

Craig, Austin; and Fee, Mary H.: Rizal, the Filipino patriot. Published serially 
by the Philippine Education Co., in their paper, Philippine Education. 

Thi« is written in simple language and contains many of Rizal's writings. 

Craig, Austin: Lineage, life, and labors of Jose Rizal, Philippine patriot (Manila, 
Philippine Education Co., 1913). 

This is an excellent survey of Rizal's life and the factors that influenced his 
career; and should be read by every young man and young woman, and every boy 
and girl in the Philippines. 

Other publications in English are contemplated by Mr. Craig, among 
them the Vision of Friar Rodriguez. There is thus seen to be enough 
material in English for a good study of Rizal and his writings, and the 
student who does not read Spanish cannot but be grateful to Mr. Craig, 
who has delved so closely into Rizal's life and age, for inspiring the 
translation of so much of Rizal's writings. For from many viewpoints, 
the man Rizal is worthy of study and emulation, not only by Filipinos, 
but by Americans. These translations offer to the Filipinos who are 
being given English training in American schools a rich storehouse of 
sources for the study of one who is rightly styled the Philippine martyr 
and hero.

LIBRARY NOTES 

On June 15, regular hours will be resumed in the Library. 

On July 1, the circulating division (American Circulating Library) 
will become free. This will make the Philippine Library a true public 
library in every sense of the word. The only payments to be retained 
will be those common to all public libraries, namely, fines on overdue 
books and reimbursement for lost or damaged books. The small fees 
charged for the drawing of books from the circulating division were 
first imposed when the library was founded in 1900 as a private enterprise 
under the name of the American Circulating Library Association of 
Manila. These fees were imposed, not for gain, but as a help in meeting 
necessary expenses. When the library was transferred to the Govern- 
ment in 1901, the fees were retained for the same reason. For several 
years free privileges have been granted to the public school teachers, 
and more recently, to the students of the University of the Philippines, 
to the pupils of the Manila High School, the Commercial School, and all 
private schools, and to the enlisted men of the American forces, the Phil- 
ippine Scouts, and the Philippine Constabulary. In addition, deposits 
of books have been placed in several Government bureaus. There has 
been an ever-widening extension of the free privileges. The significance 
of the extension is that the habit of reading is penetrating deeper each 
year among the people, and this is, of course, very largely due to the 
work of the public schools. 

The use of the public documents division is increasing daily. People, 
both Americans and Filipinos, are discovering gradually the value of public 
documents for almost all lines of study. In response to request, many 
documents are being received from Cuba and other Spanish-speaking 
countries. A dictionary-catalogue set of the Library of Congress cards 
for the documents of . the United States and Philippine Governments 
has just been received, and the work of the division will be greatly 
facilitated thereby. 

A catalogue of standard fiction in the circulating division (American 
Circulating Library) has just been prepared for the library by the well- 
known Wilson Company, of White Plains, N. Y. This catalogue will 
soon be on sale at the circulation desk. 

The maps owned by the Library are now being accessioned. As soon 
as possible they will be catalogued. The collection is as yet small, but 
many choice maps are contained in it. The choicest came from the col- 
lections of Doctor Pardo de Tavera and the Compahia General de Tabacos 
de Filipinas. 
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The library is open daily in its various dUisions as follows:

A fee of five pesos per annum or fifty centavos per month is charged for the 
privilege of drawing books from the Circulating Division (American Circulating 
Library ) . 

The privileges of the periodical and reference rooms are free to all. Books 
of the Filipiniana and Public Document? divisions may be consulted free in the 
library. If sufficient notice be given before the hour for closing the two latter 
divisions, books will be reserved for readers at the charging desk of the Circulat- 
ing Division (American Circulating Library). 



SOME RECENT GIFTS AND EXCHANGES AND THEIR SIGNIFICANCE 

Gifts and exchanges have recently brought some remarkable docu- 
ments into the Philippine Library, each of which has an important bearing 
on Philippine history. It is possible that many similar documents are 
to be found in various parts of the Archipelago, but such material comes 
to light very seldom. Much will doubtless be destroyed by the "ruthless 
tooth of time/' by accident, or in devious other ways, as already has 
happened to much that would be valuable in the reconstruction of Phil- 
ippine history from the side of the Filipino. Hence the items about 
to be described below have great value. 

From Mr. Jose E. Marco, of Pontevedra, Occidental Negros, have come 
three articles. The first is a parchment manuscript map of the island of 
Negros, dated 1572. The inscription on the map is as follows: "Describens 
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Erigo rae ille Invictus Encomens Diegus Lope Povedano de Buglas 
Insulis et litus sibi Magestum rex et Hispania factum in nostri terrester 
iter et navigatio intra ille, annus 1572. " The map measures 23 by 41 
centimeters and is fairly accurately drawn. The island of Negros appears 
under its former name of Buglas. Somewhat out of position are shown 
the island of Siquijor, which was formerly called Anunipay, and a portion 
of the island of Cebu. On the island of Negros, few of the mountains 
are laid down, but the prominent volcano of Canlaon is located, although 
somewhat out of place. It is possible to identify many of the present 
towns. Thus the town of Pontevedra, evidently a place of some size 
in 1572, is given under its old name of Mara-yio. Hinigaran appears 
as Jinigaranan. The map will prove useful for comparative study. 
Accompanying the map is a relation by the same Diego Lope Povedano. 
This is written on 17 pages of parchment, each measuring 17 by 17] 
centimeters. It is entitled "La isla de Negros y las costumbres de los 
[Visayos?] Negritos." This manuscript is in the antiquated chirography 
of the sixteenth century and is difficult to read. Some w r ords have 
become obliterated and a few have been lost through the crumbling of 
the parchment, which was evidently exposed to damp. Here is related 
much of value to the present-day student. The author reproduces an 
old Visayan calendar, and gives the Roman equivalents of the letters 
of the old Visayan alphabet. This manuscript appears to have been used 
by Father Pavon, a friar established in Negros in the first half of the 
eigtheenth century, and whose two-volume manuscript history of Negros 
is now in the library. From the key furnished by Povedano, it will be 
possible to transcribe the three Visayan manuscripts conserved in the 
Philippine Library. The third item sent by Mr. Marco consists of a 
few pages of a manuscript book by Father Pavon, entitled "Brujerias, 
y los cuentos de fantasmas," dated 1837 at Jimamaylan, Negros. The rest 
of this manuscript appears to have been lost; at least all search for it 
has been unavailing. 

Of great use to the student of the philology of the Philippines will 
prove an old book of land titles sent to the Library by Governor-General 
Harrison. The book, which is bound stoutly in carabao hide is entitled: 
"Libro C de las escrituras de las tierras de Binan pertenecientes al Colegio 
de Santo Tomas." The land deeds and transfer contracts contained in 
it are dated from 1624 to 1738. This book was among those used by 
Hon. Rafael del Pan, of the Code Committee in his study for the govern- 
ment of the friar land titles and the registration and adjudication of 
same in the Court of Land Registration. Mr. Del Pan in returning this 
volume to the Governor-General, said: "The volume contains interesting 
material for study for the lawyer, as well as for the investigator of 
historical details concerning the form in which land transactions in the 
Philippines were made in that remote time, the manner in which declara- 
tions in respect to the same were executed, and the paper, kind of 
characters written, way of evidencing, etc., used in former time, in 
this country. Another interesting fact in these documents is that som< s 
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of them are signed in the ancient Tagalog characters, although they 
were executed at a time when those signing had already adopted names 
and titles in accordance with the ideas imported into the Islands by 
the Spaniards. Nevertheless the natives continued to use those characters, 
even though they wrote them from left to right, influenced by the customs 
newly introduced into the country, instead of writing them from top 
to bottom, as was formerly the custom." The very significant fact proven 
by the documents is that as late as 1624, after the Spaniards had been 
in almost complete possession of the Philippines for over a half-century, 
Tagalogs were to be found who could write only in their own old 
characters which were in use at the time of the Spanish conquest. This 
points to a persistence of the purely native culture for a longer period 
than students have generally believed to be the case. 

Still one other gift of importance is an anting-anting which was 
presented by Mr. Mills Dean, of the Bureau of Supply of Manila. Anting- 
anting are still not uncommon among the ignorant and superstitious 
peasantry of the Philippines, although they are seen but seldom. The 
possessor of one believes that he is thereby insured against a violent 
death. These charms may be made of anything, such as a stone or 
other object, but they now generally consist of a paper on which are 
a few Latin words, a prayer, and some sort of rude picture. The later 
form shows the influence of Christianity on the old pagan belief, but 
all forms of the present anting-anting are the direct descendant of the 
old charms carried in pagan days with the object of preventing harm 
from the anito, or spirits. Some are very elaborate, while others are 
quite simple. They are affected especially by tulisanes and ladrones or 
robbers, and other criminals, and many pathetic instances have occurred 
of the reliance placed in anting-anting by their owners. The one presented 
by Mr. Dean consists of a single sheet of paper on which are various 
Latin words and some letters, most of them written at haphazard, and 
some rude drawings. This was taken from a Filipino during the insurrec- 
tion by an American soldier, who later gave it to Mr. Dean. 

The recent accessions above described are each in a different way of 
value for the study of the native Filipino culture. Many more such 
pieces must come to light before the student can write that part of the 
history of the Philippines that has not yet been written. This study will 
be found to lead back directly to other parts of the Orient, and points 
immediately to China and India.

If sufficient notice be given before the hour for closing the two latter 
divisions, books will be reserved for readers at the charging desk of the Circulat- 
ing Division (American Circulating Library). The rules of the Circulating Divi- 
sion (American Circulating Library arc as follows: 

Cards. — A free card for two-book privilege will be issued to any applicant above 
the age of 16 who signs the required agreement, upon presentation at the library of 
mail notice that the application has been accepted. Cards are nontransferable. If card 
be lost, a duplicate card will be issued for 10 centavos. Card must be presented when 
books are borrowed or returned. Only cardholders may have access to the shelves. 

Extra books. — Extra books, not to exceed six at any one time, may be drawn by 
any cardholder on payment of 10 centavos per book, subject to the same time limit as 
books drawn on regular card. (See below Time.) 

Teachers. — Properly accredited teachers may draw five books at any one time, pro- 
vided that not more than two books be fiction. (See below Time.) 

Provincial readers. — Cards will be issued to persons living in the provinces on 
payment of a postage deposit of from f*4 to f*10 to cover postage charges, unless the 
cardholder can call for and return his own books. (See below Time.) 

Reserved books. — Books may be reserved upon written request filed at the desk, but 
must be called for within three days after reservation notice is mailed. 

Time.— Manila cardholders may retain books for two weeks, with privilege ot 
renewal for a like period. Properly accredited teachers may retain books (except fiction) 
for four weeks, with privilege of renewal for two weeks. Provincial readers may retain 
books for four weeks with privilege of renewal for two weeks. New fiction will be 
issued for only seven days, without privilege of renewal, and will not be sent to tne 
provinces, until ninety days after having been placed on the shelves. No exchange ot 
books may be made oftener than once every twenty-four hours. Renewal may be «iade 
by mail or telephone, provided that the borrower give author and title of book and date 
when due. On request from the library, any book must be returned immediately. 

Fines.— k fine of 5 centavos per day, including Sundays and holidays will be 
barged on books kept overtime. A fine will be charged on damaged books. *uii 
satisfaction must be rendered for lost books. Stamps will not be accepted as payment.

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THE NEW LIBRARY RULES 

The new rules governing the Circulating Division (American Cir- 
culating Library) of the Philippine Library (see page 239), were made 
necessary by the action of the Library Board, taken early in 1914, to the 
effect that the privileges of the division above mentioned should become 
free on July 1, 1914. 

When the former American Circulating Library, which became the 
nucleus of the present circulating division of the Library, was founded 
as a private enterprise in 1900, a small fee was charged for the privilege 
of drawing books. With the transfer of the library to the Government 
in 1901, the fee was retained, as was also the case after the enactment 
of Act No. 1935, by which the Philippine Library was created. However, 
the free privileges of the library had been gradually extended until they 
were possessed by teachers, scholars (of public and private schools), and 
soldiers (American, Scout, and Constabulary), as steps preparatory to 
the action just taken. Now for the first time, the Philippine Library has 
really become a true public library, and enters upon a larger life in which 
its services will be manifestly greater and its influence broader. 

While the number of American and European readers must neces- 
sarily be limited, the number of Filipino readers is bound to continue to 
increase in proportion as English becomes more universally the common 
language of the people. For, while it is true that the Library possesses 
many books in Spanish and in other languages, the bulk of its titles are 
English. 

The new rules, besides offering free lending privileges to the public 
in general, increase the opportunities granted to teachers, and it is expected 
that they will avail themselves of this service in the spirit in which it is 
given. The one aim is to be of the greatest possible use to the community 
and to the people throughout the Philippine Islands. The Library has 
a unique role to play in the intellectual development of the people, as have 
all public libraries everywhere. The sympathetic understanding and en- 
couragement of the public is necessary in order that the work of the 
Library may be done rightly. It is hoped that the new rules will prove a 
step in advance and that they will make easier that peculiar relation that 
binds the people and the public library together.
